WABBINGTON, April 6.—Senor Polo y 
Bernabe, the Spanish minister, says he 
still hopes for peace, based ou the feel­ 
ing that in these enlightened days two 
•elf-respecting nations will not go to 
war.

“Cuba is regarded by our people just 
as you regard one of the states of your 
union.

W ashington, April 0.—Assistant Sec­ 
ret aiy Vanderlip says the treasury de­ 
part merit is amply prepared for war 
Said ho: 
“The first boom of cannon is a call 
for increased resources and is likely to 
be followed by sharp decrease in ordin­ 
ary receipts. 
Fortunately at no time 
since the civil war has the United 
States treasury occupied so strong a 
position as it does now, with the excep­ 
tion possibly of the surplus days of 
Ih.s;j-IK). The circulation statement of 
tile treasury departm ent issued April 4, 
show s that ive have an enormous stock 
of gobi in the country, almost $730,000,- 
OOO. Of this amount the United states 
treasury holds $175, OOO,OO J net gold. 
We are $75,000,000 above the traditional 
reserve ma:nta nod for tho redemption 
of tile United States notes and the 
noses of EVK), and the tendency is 
towards an increase at the rate of $200,* 
OOO a day. About IO per cent of the 
dish.ms receipts are being paid in gold. 
“OI tile 
real Ht<x*k of gold in tho 
country the national banks alone hold 
more than $220,000,000. Hiuoe the dis­ 
aster to the Maine in Havana harbor 
banks throughout the whole country 
have quietly pursued a policy which, 
without disturbing bu ness, has made 
them financially strong. 
(Not less im 
portent to the oouutry’s welfare than 
impregnable fortifications and coast de­ 
louses.) Since Feb. 19, tho week of the 
Maine disasti r, the New York banks 
have reduced their loan accounts by 
*50,000,000, and at the same time they 
have inert used their specie holdings by 
$25,000,000. 
“ A temporary loan for, say, $100,000,- 
000, to lie m ad e in the form of treasury 
notes, limited to a time not longer than 
one year, to bear interest at the market 
rate, might be of great advantage to tha 
government iii AU emergency, it is be­ 
lieved by the best authorities that a long 
time loan could Lie negotiated among our 
own poop u I oi an amount os large aa 
$500,IKK),OOO—a 5-20 loan, say, at 8 per 
cent. iii Hie present state of finance 
such bonds could, be negotiated among 
our own p eop le at par. Loans of these 
kinds might be followed by some im­ 
portant mer uses in the internal reve­ 
nue schedui s, as well as some additions 
to the ite m s of tho customs tariff. 
“ An midi ion of $1 a barrel to the tax 
on beer would add $85,000,000 a year to 
the public revenues 
A slight increase 
in the tax on tobacco and a return to the 
system of special taxes and licenses in 
vogue a few years ago would contribute 
much 
the revenues without greatly 
adding to the barde us of any one. 
A 
staiup tax on bauk notes and drafts, 
mortgages, (leeds, receipts, etc., would 
not be greatly felt. The internal rev­ 
enue receipts, amounting to $810,090,000 
in 1866, included $78,000,000 in round 
figures from incomes. 
“The balance was made up by taxes 
on articles and occupations, which in­ 
cluded almost innumerable items. But 
without tim necessity of resorting to a 
great majority of t hose, it is probable 
that the government rev* uues, in addi­ 
tion to the aid from internal revenue 
sources, might be sufficiently augmented 
by small taxes on tea, coffee and spices. 
These items might easily be made to 
raise $85,009,009 per annum.”

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE | 
CoLUMBU.s, April 6 — [Special.)—One 
of the g reatest problems of g overnment 
is taxation, and it is a matter that has 
never been settled satisfactorily by any 
state. 
Ideas on taxation are almost as 
numerous as the persons interested, and 
many experiments have been tried. 
It 
is conceded that there will always be 
tax dodg ers who will conceal property 
from the assessor, aud discriminations 
can not be entirely avoided. To lessen 
these evils and distribute the burden of 
taxation as fair and evenly as possible 
is the aim of those interested in the re­ 
form of existing systems. 
This question confronts every leg ls 
lature and every assembly tinkers w’lth 
the tax laws. 
Most of these chang es 
are advancements in the rig ht direction, 
but the whole is still far from what is 
to be desired. Indeed, in the matter of 
taxation Ohio is behind many of her 
sister states. 
Tax pavers and 
tax 
g atherers unite in the opinion that the 
tax system of Ohio is very much muddled 
and g reat discriiniuation exists. The 
g reatest burden falls upon those least 
able to bear it, and therefore the g reater 
need for reform. 
The taxation committee of the present 
house of representatives has probed deep 
into this matter, and it is expected that 
some g ood leg islation w ill be proposed. 
It then remains for the leg islature us a 
whole to make these reforms into law. 
In character the personnel of the com­ 
mittee makes it one of the strong est of 
the leg islature, the members being 
William A. Scott, J r., of Fulton county, 
chairman; S. B. Rankin, of Clarke; 
Charles J . Howard, of Belmont; An­ 
drew C. Smith, of Adams; William R. 
Stewart, of Mahoning ; H. C. DeRaii. of 
Sandusky; Charles R. Hess, of Shelby; 
Georg e H. Spellmire, of Hamilton ; and 
J ohn C. McBroom, of Lucas. 
The committee was g iven special 
powers to conduct an Inquiry into the 
method of taxation, and under the g uid­ 
ing hand of Chairman Scott, aided by 
the counsel of Attorney General Mon- 
nett. the committee has pursued search- 
ug investig ations in Cincinnati, Cleve­ 
land and Toledo. 
Before they finish 
they will also visit Dayton. 
In this maimer the committee has ob­ 
tained a vast amount of g eneral infor­ 
mation on the subject of taxation, as 
well as an insig ht into the methods of 
those who avoid their just measure of 
the public expense. 
In the course of the investig ation the 
committee has called upon representa­ 
tives of all sorts of property. They have 
especially inquired into the business af­ 
fairs of the corporations, such as street 
railYrays, electric lig ht, g as aud ooal 
companies, but they have also ques­ 
tioned the merchants, manufacturers, 
real estate owners and county officials 
having to do with the oollection of taxes. 
The evidence deduced has all demon­ 
strated the need of reform. There has 
not been one bit of testimony or an ar­ 
g ument to show that the present system 
of taxation is just or satisfactory. 
As to the proper remedy the sug g est 
ions are various. 
It was found tiiat the g reat ixmceal- 
luent of property lies with money and 
securities and the property of the gT« ‘at 
quasi public ixirporatioiis in the larg e 
cities. 
The liig hest percentag e of valu 
ations returned for taxation isou real es­ 
tate, aud the small house and lot of the 
I humble toiler who has put his saving s 
; into a home for his family. 
This class 
of property is retnrufid to the asst^isor 
for taxation at an averag *^ from 5 0 to 6 0 
per cent of its real value. On the other 
hand, an immense amount of cotiK>r i. 
tion property was discovered that is re­ 
turned for taxation at onlv from two to 
five per cent of its true valuation. The

80 many non-combatants, y et it is possi­ 
ble that if the authorities should think 
it was only g oing to be of short dura­ 
tion, they would be allowed to g o, and 
if it should be drawn out. the bands 
could be mustered out at any time.

The vessel is to be completed iu Novem­ 
ber. 
Adm iral Makaroff left St. Petersburg 
about a month ago. 
He visited Stock­ 
holm and other Swedish ports, where io© 
crushers are used; then mad© a flying 
trip to Detroit. 
Never would he forget, be told me, 
the attentions shown him by Americans. 
He said that letters of 
introduction 
given to him by United States Senator 
M cM illan of Michigan had made it pos- 
sibh* for him to see ail he desired in an 
incredibly short time. He is entliusias- 
tically interested in the construction of 
th«? ice crusher, wiiich is his own idea. 
“ This is important to Russian com­ 
merce,” said the atlmiral to me, when 
1 call« d on him at tho Waldorf-Astoria. 
“ St. Petersburg for six months of the 
year is cut off from the open sea by 
many ipiles of ice, w hile Baltic sea­ 
ports are closed for three months each 
year. 
No effort has ever been made to 
cut a channel through the ice to S t Pe­ 
tersburg. 
“ Such a channel wonld be 200 miles 
long, in the month of March. W ith the 
ship 1 am buihiiug, and a sister ship 
which is to be built, S t Petersburg 
w ill be kept open to commerce by water 
tbroughont the year, except at rare in ­ 
tervals. 
“ I have adopted American plans, a s l 
have found tliem the best 
This ship 
w ill be twice as large and w ill have 
three times the power of the largest ice 
crusher in the world. 
It w ill be 806 
feet long, 11 feet broad and 43 feet 
deep, 
w ith 
8 ,000 tons displacement 
when fully loaded. 
It w ill carry 3,000 
tons of coal, aud when fu lly loaded w ill 
draw 25 feet of water. 
“ It is to be built of steel and so con­ 
structed that when ice crushes about it 
the vessel w ill be lifted out of the w a­ 
ter until the ice is crowded under the 
bottom. There are to be three propeller 
screws under the stern aud one under 
the bow. The bow screw w ill be 13 feet 
iu diameter, and its upper edge w ill be 
11 feet under the surface of the water. 
“ An importantfuuction of this wheel 
w ill be the throwing back of ice that 
bus been broken, under the ship, and 
wiieu pack ice is jammed solidly in 
front of tho vessel it may be broken up 
liy reversing tho bow wheel and work­ 
ing forward w ith the aft wheels. 
The 
agitation of tho water under such cir 
cuinstauoes would break up the ice. from 
its underside. 
“ The vessel w ill carry water ballast 
and I can displace 200 tons of water 
from bow’ to stern, or ICO tons Irom 
port to Ktarbtmrd or the reverse, at the 
rate of 100 tons a minute. 
The actions 
produced by shifting hulhistw ill enable 
us to crush auy ice that may surrouu«! 
us. 
“ It is stipulate«! in tho contract that 
this ship, whoso cugincs are to he of 
10,000 horsepower, may be run at full 
speed into auy pack ice it may meet 
without iu ju iy to any p«ntion of the 
hull or luacbiuery.” 
Admiral Makarotl believes he w ill 
have in hia ice criihbcr a ship which 
caunot sink. He astonished tho builders 
by requiring that tho w^jter tight com- 
partiiieuts bo filled w'ith water before 
the vessel is launched and again after 
it is afloat and the boilers, water, steam 
I and ventilation piptss are iu place. 
“ Only iu the compartments of tho 
double bottom?” suggested the master 
mechanic at the shipyard. 
“ To the upper deck,” replied the ad 
miral. 
Speakiug of this requirement. Ad 
mirul Makarotl said to me: 
“ 1 have seen many steel battleships 
which cost millions of dollars with 
holes cut through the steel walls of 
their compaitmeuts to make room for 
the movement of machinery aud cast 
iron doors frequently set in steel walls. 
More than «.me battleship has gone down 
because of su.h defects.”

He is enthusias­ 
tically interested in the construction of 
the ice crusher, which is his own idea. 
“ This is ii poi'tant to Russian com­ 
merce,” said the admiral to me, when 
I callid on him at tho Waldorf-Astoria. 
“ St. Petersburg for six months of the 
year is cut off from the open sea by 
many Railes of ice, while Baltic sea­ 
ports are closed for three mouths each 
year. 
No effort has ever been made to 
cut a channel through the ice to St. Pe­ 
tersburg. 
“ Such a channel would be 200 miles 
long, in the month of March. W ith the 
ship I am building, aud a sister ship 
w hich is to be built, St. Petersburg 
will be kept open to commerce by water 
throughout the year, except at rare in­ 
tervals. 
“ I have adopted American plans, as I 
have found them the best. 
This ship 
will be twice as large and will have 
three times tho power of the largest ice 
crusher in the world. 
It will be 805 
feet long, 71 feet broad and 42 feet 
deep, 
w ith 8,000 tons displacement 
when fully loaded. 
It will curry 8,000 
tous of coal, aud when fully loaded will 
draw 25 feet of water. 
“ It is to be built of steel and so con­ 
structed that when ice crushes about it 
the vessel will be lifted out of the w a­ 
ter until the ice is crowded under the 
bottom. There are to be three propeller 
screws under the stern and one under 
the bow. The bow screw will be 13 f< et 
in diameter, and its upper edge will be 
II feet under the surface of the water. 
“ An important function of this wheel 
will be the throwing back of ice that 
has been broken, under the ship, and 
when pack ice is jammed solidly in 
front of tho vessel it may be broken up 
by reversing the bow wheel and work­ 
ing forward with the aft wheels. 
The 
agitation of tho water under such cir­ 
cumstances would break up the ice from 
its underside. 
“ The vessel will carry w ater ballast 
and I can displace 200 tons of water 
from bow* to stern, or IOO tons Irom 
port to starboard o rth o reverse, at the 
rate of IOO tons a minute. 
The actions 
produced by shifting ballast will enable 
uh to crush any ice that may surround 
us. 
“ It is stipulated in the contract that 
this ship, whoso engines are to be of 
10,000 horsepower, may be run ut full 
spoed into any pack ice it may meet 
without Injury to any portion of tho 
hull or mucbiuery."
